5. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to re- 
pair and build highways and bridges viz: $772.50 for State Aid 
Construction if we wish the State to appropriate a like amount or 
$515 if we wish no appropriation from the State. To raise $550.00 
for State Aid Maintenance which is the town’s part on a fifty- 
fiity basis. To raise $1,000 which is the town’s part for trunk line 
maintenance and make appropriations for the same. 

6. To see if the town will vote to raise a sum of money not 
to exceed $7,000 for Federal or State Aid Construction to be used 
between Federal Aid Project No. 200E and the Jefferson town line 
and instruct the selectmen to issue notes and make the first pay- 
ments at their discretion, to pay for the same. It is agreed and 
understood that this article will be null and void should the State 
or Federal government refuse to enter into this project. 

7. To raise $2,850 for street lights as per contract with the 
Twin State Gas & Electric Company and make an appropriation 
for the same. 

8. To raise $350 to pay interest on long and short term notes, 
and make an appropriation for the same. 

9. To raise $200 for the care of the cemetery and resetting

memorial tablets, and make an appropriation for the same. 

10. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for 
support of town library viz: $75.00 for the ensuing year, and make 
an appropriation for the same. 

11. To see if the town will vote to raise $200 for police patrol 
to protect our property against burglary and theft for the en- 
suing year, and make appropriation for the same. 

12. To see if the town will vote to install the clock system for 
police patrol and appropriate $150 for the same. 

13. To transact any other business and appropriate any other 
sums of money for the same, that may legally come before this 
meeting.
